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Derailment Throws 9 Cars 


A spectacular train derailment 
at Vulcan on Wednesday, June 16, 
involving nine cars of a CPR night 
freight caused damage to the cars 
and to about 2,000 bushels of 
grain. 

Tht north-bound 57"car freight 
was approaching Vulcan at 11:05 
that evening when the fourth car 
from the engine left the tracks 
and started the reaction which saw 
some cars roll, jacknlfe or .wind up 
sandwiched between others. 

No official cause of the accident 
has been given by CPR officials 
who were at Vulcan in numbers 
shortly after it was reported, but 
it is generally assumed a journal 


on a set of wheels burnt out and 
crystallized the axle. Railroad ties 
from as far as the first crossing 
south of Vulcan were creased and 
when the wheel struck the switch 
assembly by the Vulcan Seed 
Cleaning Plant the final break 
occurred. 

The impact of the cars on each 
other tore up the railbed and 
broke and bent sections of rail 
"like taffy” according to one by¬ 
stander. 

Residents in the hospital area of 
town heard the louif noise of the 
pileup but darkness covered the 
scene of the accident and very 
few were aware of it till next 


morning. 

The cars left the track near the 
corner of the seed cleaning plant 
and had there not been a siding 
at this point the next switch in 
the way would have been in front 
of the CPR station building. 

In the nine involved cars of the 
mixed freight were about 16,000 
bushels of wheat and 2,500 bushels 
of barley. Cattle were in one car 
ahead of the wreck but were un¬ 
affected. 

No injuries to crew were report¬ 
ed despite the effect of the prob¬ 
able snap to men in the caboose 
at the rear of the train at the 
sudden stop. 

Two auxiliary work crews with 
steam cranes from Calgary and 
Lethbridge worked through the 
night and all day Thursday. Some 
cars were hauled to the Kirkcaldy 
siding and others were cut into 
sections by blow torches and haul¬ 
ed away. CPR men worked Thurs¬ 
day emptying cars and loading 
grain into trucks and over to ele¬ 
vators. By Thursday night the line 
was cleared for the first train 
through at 10 p.m. 

The accident became a large 
public attraction Thursday as 
throngs of people watched the 
crews at work during the day de¬ 
spite intermittent rainfall. 


Week's Average 3.07 Inches 


The crop report for the County 
of Vulcan area, compiled from the 
June 18 reports of 15 Alberta 
Wheat Pool agents at different 
points in the cour ty, show that 
the average rainfall received in the 
county for the period June 11 to 
June 18 was 3.07 inches and the 
county average since May 1 is al¬ 
most 5.2 inches. 

The official gauge at the Allan 
Sim farm in the Berrywater dis¬ 


trict north-cast of Vulcan shows 
5.05 inches of rain since June 12 
and a total of 7.83 since April 1. 

These figures reflect June 11-18 
rains which lasted most of the 
week and varied from a low of 
1.90 inches at Armada to a high 
of 4.89 at Arrowwood. Heavy local¬ 
ized showers north of Vulcan and 
in some other districts have been 
reported and are not necessarily

Pr e-registration Under Way 

Mobile Chest X-ray Unit 
Will Visit Area Soon 


In the near future, the Mobile 
Chest x-ray and Tuberculin Test¬ 
ing Unit will visit Vulcan, Cham¬ 
pion, Carmangay, Arrowwood. Milo 
and Blackie. Pre-registration of 
every family in these communities 
is now being carried out and ar¬ 
rangements for the visit of the 
unit to each community are being 
made by Miss E. Riddoch, Director 
of X-ray Surveys for the Alberta 
Tuberculosis Association. 

The service, sponsored jointly by, 
the TB Division of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Public Health and the 
Alberta Tuberculosis Association 
Christmas Seal Fund, is a source 
of early discovery not only of tu¬ 
berculosis but of many other chest 
abnormalities, including tumors, 
emphysema, heart irregularities, 
pleurisy, etc. The chest X-ray Is 
especially valuable in the discovery 
of lung cancer and by this means 
this disease may be revealed some 
time before symptoms become 
obvious. 

All persons not attending school 
(excluding the pre - school - aged 
child) will be included in the re¬ 
gistrations now under way. School 
children are being screened by 
means of a tuberculin test at 


school, through the services pro¬ 
vided by the Health U nit, and are 
not being registered for the X-ray 
clinic. Time and location of the 
clinic in each community will he 
announced as soon as the pre¬ 
registration of each family is com¬ 
pleted. 

In Vulcan, the X-ray clinic is 
being sponsored by the Kinsmen 
Club, with Dick Warren as general 
chairman; Jerry Anderson in 
charge of advance registration; 
Cleo Schmidt, clinic appointments; 
LaVern Scott, publicity; Mel Bur- 
Lehto, volunteer help.

A summary of the 15 crop re¬ 
ports received by the Advocate this 
week shows surface moisture at 
90 to 100% “perfect” and subsoil 
moisture in summerfallow at 65 to 
100%. As at June 18, estimated 
height of wheat ranged from 4% 
to 8 inches. Some slight crop dam¬ 
age due to cutworms was reported 
at Lomond, Armada and Travers. 

The wheat crop is 10 days to 
two weeks later than normal and 
warm weather is required to 
speed growth. Weeds have got a 
good start and spraying is expect¬ 
ed to be in full swing as soon as 
the land is dry enough.

The Parliament of Canada has amended the Old Age Security Act. 

Over the next five years the age at which the Old Age Security 
pension becomes payable is to be gradually reduced to 65. Eligibil¬ 
ity for pension is subject to certain residence requirements. 

In January, 1966 the Old Age Security Pension of $75 a month will 
be payable to those aged 69; in 1967 to those aged 68; in 1968 to 
those aged 67; in 1969 to those aged 66; in 1970 and thereafter to 
those aged 65.
